To satisfy Europe of 
Englands bona fide neutrality, and to assure 
England that neutrality was a course possible 
for her to pursue, and to do this without bating one 
jot or tittle of the dignity of the nation was a task as 
difficult as its accomplishment has proved successful. 
For all her professions of peace, England never 
paused one moment, nor slackened one muscle 
in the preparations of her means of defence. 
The Times itself cannot withhold the testimony 
of its approbation from the enormous operations 
at Woolwich and in all our dockyards and 
arsenals. The reconstruction of the British 
Navy was indeed a somewhat boastful phrase, 
for a first-class modern navy cannot be built out of 
the estimates of a single year. But if Sir John 
Pakington has not done impossibilities, he has in an 
incredibly short space of time so augmented our 
Channel and Mediterranean squadrohs that à real 
French invasion would no longer “ fright the isle from 
its propriety,” and he has effected a moral reconstruc- 
tion of our navy by rendering the service popular 
with our tars and desirable with the most highly quali- 
fied of our young surgeons. We refer to an article 
which we quote from the Daily News as the testimony 
of a candid opponent to the ability and uprightness of 
Sir John Pakington's administration.

Uron what principle is Government patronage in 
Ireland to be distributed? Let the reader pause 
before he reply. Very important issues hang upon 
the answer to that simple question. The existence 
of Lord Derby's Government is at stake! If Lord 
Eglinton fairly considers the claims, of certainly a 
majority of the Irish people, if he dare suppose that a 
gentleman of long standing at the bar, the son of a 
judge, a county judge himself, is eligible for promo- 
tion, he is to be--what? “ Left to his own fate 
like the diabolus of old. The days of Lord Derby's 
Government are surely numbered. Lord Eglin ton 
must pack up his plate and dismiss his grooms.

It is rather a curious study to examine the grounds 
upon which this promotion has been censured.

This is 
exactly the old Whig doctrine, “give me your vote, 
and I will provide you with place.”

The Emperor of Austria has at length followed the 
example set him by his Imperial and Royal enemies, and 
has taken the field in person, He goes to Italy as the 
Persian invader went to Greece, with an exiled So- 
vereign in his train. The Grand Duke of Tuscany is 
the Hippias of this modern crusade of despotism, and 
the Sardinians, who have al

It is within our recent memory 
that the Imperial Family have lavished all the blandish- 
ments which an Austrian Court can produce upon the 
unwilling nobility and people of Milan rancis

THE VICTORIA CROSS, 
(From the London Gazette of Friday, May 27). 
Wan-Orrick, May 27. 

The Queen has been graciously pleased to signify her inteu- 
tion to confer the decoration of the Victoria (russ on the un- 
dermentioned non-commissioned officers and privates of Her 
Majesty's army, whose claims to the same have been sub 
mitted for Her Majesty's approval, on account of acts of 
bravery performed - them in India, as [recorded against 
their several names ; viz.— 

Private Michael Murphy, Farrier, 2d Battalion, Military 
Train.--Date of Act of Bravery, April 15, 1858.--For daring 
gallantry on the 15th April, 1458 when engaged in the pursuit 
of Kooer Singb’s army from Azimghur, in having rescued 
Lieutenant Hamilton, Adjutant of the 3rd Sikh Cavalry, who 
was wounded, dismounted, and surrounded by the enemy. 
Farrier Murphy cut down several men, and, although himself 
severely wounded, he never left Lieutenant Llamilton’s side 
until support arrived. 

Lance-Corporal Alexander Thompson, 42d Regiment.-- Date 
of Act of Bravery, April 15, 1858--For daring gallantry on 
the 15th of April, 185%, when at the attack of the for! of 
Ruhya, in having volunteered to assist Captain Groves, com 
manding the 4th Punjab Rifles, in bringing in the body of 
Lieutenant Willoughby, of that corps, from the top of the 
glacis, in a most exposed situation, under a heavy fire. 

Quartermaster-Sergeant John Simpson, 42nd Regiment 
Date of Act of Bravery, April 15, 1858.—— For conspicuous 
bravery at the attack on the fort of Rubya on the loth of 
April, 1858, in having volunteered to go to un exposed point 
within 40 yards of the parapet of the fort, under a heavy 
fire, and brought in, first, Lieutenant Douglas, and after 
wards, a private soldier, both of whom were dangerously 
wounded.

Victor Emmanuel has taken a sensible step. To avoid 
the dangers of a divided command, he has placed himself 
as commanding a corps d’armée under the orders of fhe 
French Commander-in-Chief—the Emperor. If any 
great blunder does occur the world will know who is to 
bear the responsibility.

NOTES ON THE WAR.

The Tuscan Monitore gives the following text of the 

order in question: 
uscan soldiers.—At the first rumour of national war 
sought a chief to lead you to the field against the 
nies of Italy. I accepted that leadership, seeing that 
was my duty to give order and discipNne to all the 
fhrces of the nation. You fré no longer the soldiers of 
n Italian province ; you form part of the army of Italy. 
Jeeming you worthy of fighting by the side of the brave 
soldiers of France, I place you under the order of my well 
beloved son-in-law, Prince Napolean, to whom important 
military operations are entrusted by the Emperor of the 
French. Obey him as you would obey me. He shares 
in thé thoughts and affections entertained by me and the 
generous Emperor who has come to Italy to avenge 
justice and defend the natiofial right. Soldiers, the day 
of great trials has arrived. I dependon you. You have 
to mantain and enhance the honour of the Italian arms. 

Victor EMMANUEL.

He took the money to the 
bank when he went to his dinner, no clerk r he 
had done so. One person was present when he received the 
money from Mr. Masefield, and Richafd Dew had since told 
him that he was that person. About 5 o'clock made an 
entry in the rough cash-book in his own office of the 
money he had left at the bank. Went away from the 
office about 7 o’clock, leaving Richard Dew there. Jones had 
left previously. On the same evening he met Jones in the 
Horse-lane, which is near to Mr. Mansfield’s offices, and also 
Jones's lodgings.

A Goten Vision FROM AvUsTRALASIA.—A corre. 
spondent of the Mining Journal, who signs himself 
“Wm. Radley, Ch. E.,” and is described by the editor 
of the journal as an old — 41 writes from In- 
digo, Victoria, under date of the 1st March, to give the 
following startling news :—He says that two acquain- 
tances of his wrote to him, in 1852, and again in 1633. 
to inform him that, in a journey from Mount Alexan- 
der to some very inaccessible locality in New South 
Wales, they found the ground literally flagged with gold 
in masses too heavy to carry toany considerable distance, 
and smaller pieces, brought away by them, of the aggre- 
gate weight of about 19lbs. avoirdupois ; and, near the 
same spot, an isolated mass of gold, containing from 
twelve to fourteen cubic feet of metal, whose weight 
was described at not less than six to seven tons, Not 
liking to leave these treasures to the facile gaze of 
other ramblers, they employed themselves three days 
in throwing the former into a neighbouring river ; 
and, undermining the large mass on the side of a 
pool, they succeeded in rolling the latter into deep water, 
presuming that little more than the same outlay neces- 
sary to transport the whole to the nearest port would 
also raise the treasures from their place of deposit. 
Fearing, if the discovery should get wind, an irruption 
of the roughs from Sydney and Melbourne, they pre- 
ferred entrusting the writer with the secret, and au- 
thorised him to form a limited association in London, 
with a capital of about £3,500, to effect the re-discovery 
and realisation of the find. He had sufficient confidence 
n the truth of the matter to induce him to proceed to 
Melbourne, where he arrived with very limited means, 
on the 14th February, 1858. He found both his cor- 
respondents dead, one having been shot and the other 
carried off by fever.
